Labbe  Recipient  Of  SJC  Coveted  Award 


SJC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  first 
came  into  being  during  the  cen¬ 
tenary  year  of  football,  1969,  and 
was  called  the  Football  Hall  of 
Fame.  The  first  group  inducted  was 
honored  at  half-time  and  feted  with 
a  luncheon.  Two  years  later  the 
Alumni  Association  refined  the  mode 
of  selection  and  tightened  the  regu¬ 
lations  for  entry  into  the  Hall.  Ballot¬ 
ing  took  place  through  Contact  and 
the  winners  were  invited  to  a  dinner 
and  awarded  a  plaque.  Presently 
a  committee  chosen  by  the  National 
Alumni  Board  combs  through  the 
list  of  potential  candidates  and 
makes  the  designation.  The  winner 
must  be  a  gifted  athlete,  out  of 
college  at  least  five  years,  and  hold 
a  position  of  respect  in  his  local 
community. 

This  year’s  inductee  was  Edward 
J.  Labbe,  ’59,  a  native  of  New 
Hampshire.  Even  in  high  school  in 
Dover,  he  excelled  in  track  and 


football,  and  was  named  to  All- 
State  all  four  years  in  both  of  tnese 
sports.  He  entered  SJC  in  1956 
and  lettered  in  football  each  year 
of  his  college  career.  He  played  in 
the  Aluminum  Bowl  game  in  1956, 
a  member  of  Coach  Jauron’s  ICC 
championship  team.  He  graduated 
with  a  B.S.  in  physical  education. 

Ed  returned  to  the  east  and  has 
been  associated  with  the  Somers- 
worth,  NH  high  school  athletic  pro¬ 
gram  since  1962.  His  teams  have 
won  championships  and  received 
numerous  citations  over  the  years. 
He  is  department  head  of  physical 
education,  athletic  director  of  twenty- 
three  sports,  and  a  full-time  physi¬ 
cal  education  teacher. 

The  Somersworth  Rotary  Club 
honored  Labbe  as  “Man  of  the  Year,” 
in  1978,  and  in  1979  he  was  selected 
as  Coach  of  the  Year  in  boys’ 
basketball.  He  receives  numerous

His  graduate  degree  is  in  Latin 
and  Greek  and  he  taught  the  classics 
to  many  an  aspiring  seminarian 
when  SJC  was  largely  a  preparatory 
seminary.  But  he  was  asked  over 
the  years  to  address  himself  to 
subjects  as  diverse  as  moral  theol¬ 
ogy  and  physical  education.  In  the 
academy  division,  especially  during 
the  war  years,  he  held  classes  in 
history  and  religion.  Many  of  his 
summers  were  spent  in  recruiting 
prospective  students  —  not  an  easy 
job,  but  one  at  which  he  was  partic¬ 
ularly  successful. 

In  the  years  preceding  his  retire¬ 
ment,  Fr.  Ed  managed  the  book 
store  and  bravely  faced  hundreds 
of  complaints  on  the  part  of  students 
who  seemed  to  feel  that  textbooks

Update  On 
Father  Shea 


A  recent  communication  from 
Father  Donald  Shea,  CPPS,  discloses 
that  he  is  operating  at  a  vertiginous 
pace  in  these  days  preceding  the 
summer  political  conventions.  As  a 
member  of  the  Republican  Nation 
Committee,  he  has  delivered  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Lincoln  Day  addresses  and 
has  touched  down  in  California, 
Alaska,  Texas,  New  Hampshire  and 
most  points  in  between.  He  has 
assumed  a  new  title:  Director  of 
Liaison  to  Ethnic  and  Religious 
Groups.  In  this  capacity,  among 
other  groups,  he  will  try  to  apeal  to 
a  politically  powerful  “moral  major¬ 
ity,”  —  the  more  than  fifty  million 
Evangelical-Fundamentalists,  eight 
million  of  whom  are  unregistered. 

As  a  member  of  the  convention 
and  platform  committees  of  the  RNC 
he  is  busy  planning  for  the  Detroit 
extravaganza  in  July.  He  is  in  charge 
of  the  Prayer  Breakfast  at  the  Nation¬ 
al  Convention  to  be  attended  by 
2500  people  as  the  opening  event 
on  the  convention  agenda  on  July 
14th. 

Father  Shea  has  likewise  been 
appointed  to  the  board  of  governors 
of  the  Institute  of  Applied  Politics, 
to  open  this  fall,  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  he  will  teach  one  seminar  there 
each  semester  as  Adjunct  Professor. 
Yet  despite  his  compact  schedule, 
he  finds  time  to  spend  many  week¬ 
ends  in  Rensselaer  and  San  Pierre 
where  he  visits  his  mother  who 
resides  there.

Saint  Joseph’s  women’s  basket¬ 
ball  team  highlighted  the  winter 
sports  scene  at  Collegeville  by  rolling 
to  a  14-7  season  record  and  gaining 
a  spot  in  the  state  finals  of  the 
Indiana  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  for  Women  (IAIAW)  tour¬ 
nament. 

On  the  men’s  side,  the  Pumas 
finished  10-17  but  laid  the  found¬ 
ation  for  improvement  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  future. 

“Overall,  I’m  really  pleased  with 
the  effort  and  results  of  our  basket¬ 
ball  season,”  reports  women’s  coach 
Sue  Buntin.  “Several  key  injuries 
depleted  our  depth  during  parts  of 
the  season,  but  we  really  couldn’t 
have  asked  for  more  dedication 
and  better  results.” 

Jennifer  Voreis  became  the  first 
women’s  eager  at  SJC  to  score 
more  than  1,000  career  points  (she 
has  1,030  with  a  season  to  go)  as 
she  led  the  Puma  women  with  17.6 
scoring  and  8.0  per-game  averages. 
She  also  set  a  school  record  with 
99  assists. 

Pam  Bell,  tallest  lady  eager  (6-1) 
ever  at  Saint  Joe,  added  10.2  points 
and  6.0  rebounds  per  game,  while 
Nancy  Scott  (7.6  points,  5.6  re¬ 
bounds),  Ronda  Hillenburg  (6.4  points) 


and  Susan  Decker  (6.1  points)  added 
fuel  to  the  SJC  offense. 

Neville  Brown,  a  6-6,  230-pound 
forward,  led  the  men  with  averages 
of  18.2  points  and  10.1  rebounds 
per  game  as  coach  George  Wag¬ 
goner’s  team  was  victimized  in  sev¬ 
eral  close  games  late  in  the  season. 

“Our  final  season  record  is  a  bit 
deceiving,  because  we  were  right  in 
the  thick  of  many  games  until  the 
final  minute,  but  then  when  we 
needed  to  get  a  critical  shot  to 
drop  or  a  break  to  go  our  way,  we 
didn’t  get  it,”  Waggoner  points  out. 
“But  we  did  do  a  lot  of  things  well 
in  1979-80  and  we  are  confident 
that  our  returning  veterans  and 
new  recruits  can  quickly  turn  things 
around  for  us  next  winter.” 

Brown  won  all-Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference  honors  and  also  was 
named  to  the  all-regional  team  of 
the  National  Association  of  Basket¬ 
ball  Coaches. 

Neil  Brown  tallied  14.1  points  per 
game  for  the  Pumas  and  was  joined 
in  double  figures  by  Gary  Plamondon 
(13.7)  and  Gerald  Kates  (10.0).  Javier 
Villeta  averaged  8.4  points  and  8.3 
rebounds. 

Spring  sports  opened  in  late  March 
with  baseball,  men’s  track,  women’s 
track  and  men’s  tennis  on  the 
schedule. 


Bettinger:  Senior  Of  The  Year 


Although  the  committee  on  aca¬ 
demics  of  the  alumni  board  had 
difficulty  in  screening  seven  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  Senior  of  the  Year 
Award,  it  came  as  a  surprise  to  no 
one  that  Michael  Bettinger  was 
chosen. 

Mike,  a  three-year  Academic  All- 
American  defensive  back  for  the 
Pumas,  comes  from  Dayton,  OH. 
He  was  not  recruited  for  the  team. 
“I  stopped  in  Rensselaer  by  chance. 
I  was  driving  down  1-65  to  another 
city  and  saw  the  College  sign  by 
chance,  so  I  stopped  and  looked 
around.”  Obviously  he  was  im¬ 
pressed:  he  stayed  four  years. 

His  prowess  on  the  field  is  rivaled 
only  by  his  performance  in  the 
classroom.  He  finished  his  first  six 
semesters  with  a  perfect  4.0  cumu¬

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Craig  Comments  On  Enrollment 


New  Wicks  Organ  For  College  Chapel; 
Liturgical  Music  School  Plans  Activities 


Editor’s  Note:  Perhaps  the  most 
frequent  inquiry  we  receive  concerns 
enrollment.  I  have  asked  the  Director 
of  Admissions,  Mr.  William  Craig, 
for  his  comments  in  this  area  for 
our  alumni  and  alumnae. 

One  weekend  this  past  month 
Saint  Joseph’s  sponsored  a  bus 
trip  from  the  East  Coast  for  pros¬ 
pective  students.  These  students 
were  from  six  states  from  Maryland 
to  Massachusetts,  and  all  but  a 
few  of  the  thirty-five  had  applied 
and  been  accepted  here.  The  reasons 
for  our  sponsoring  these  trips  are 
numerous  but  all  involve  national 
enrollment  trends,  transportation 
costs  and  the  “tight  market”  for 
recruiting  traditional  full-time  stud¬ 
ents.  At  Saint  Joseph’s  we  are 
interested  in  keeping  a  geographical 
mix  in  the  student  body.  However, 
in  the  past  twenty  years  the  average 
student  distance  from  home  nation¬ 
ally  has  gone  from  over  150  miles 
away  in  1960  to  under  40  miles 
away  this  year.  Our  competition  for 
this  group  of  students  is  hot  junior 
colleges  as  much  as  large  state 
institutions  in  the  student’s  home 
state. 

National  statistics  last  year  in¬ 
dicated  that  the  average  American 
college  student  not  only  went  to 
school  close  to  home,  but  also  in¬ 
dicated  that  the  majority  of  students 
were  enrolled  part-time  and  were 
in  their  middle  twenties.  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s,  by  contrast,  has  a  student 
body  which  is  usually  in  the  18-22 
age  range.  Practically  all  students 
here  live  on  campus  and  practically

Dr.  Fitz¬ 
gerald  is  professor  of  pediatrics 
and  director  of  the  gastrointestinal 
disease  section  at  Riley  Children’s 
Hospital.  Mr.  Hoying  is  a  staff 
member  of  Eli  Lilly  &  Company, 
while  Mr.  Wilkins  is  a  quality  control 
analyst  for  Griffith  Laboratory.  All 
explained  the  work  they  are  doing 
and  the  various  routes  which  led 
them  to  their  present  work.  They 
highlighted  the  responsibilities  and 
opportunities  of  their  professions, 
and  reflected  on  the  quality  of 
educational  background  relative  to 
their  present  duties.  And,  not  least 
in  importance,  they  discovered  to 
the  students  the  wide  variety  of 
career  choices  open  to  those  major¬ 
ing  in  the  biological  and  chemical 
sciences. 

After  the  formal  presentations 
and  the  question  and  answer  ses¬ 
sion,  an  extended  period  of  informal 
discussion  ensued.  Each  student 
had  ample  opportunity  to  chat  at 
length  with  the  panelists. 

Alumni  and  alumnae  should  be 
aware  of  the  impact  of  their  visits  to 
the  campus,  especially  in  situations 
such  as  the  career  days  organized 
by  the  Director  of  Placement,  Mrs. 
Virginia  Marzke.  They  bridge  the 
gap  between  the  academic  atmos¬ 
phere  of  today  and  the  practical 
world  of  tomorrow,  and  ease  that 
transition  which  every  student  must 
make. 


all  are  enrolled  full-time.  Although 
total  enrollment  has  declined  in  the 
past  ten  years  at  the  College  (to 
950  this  past  fall)  there  are  strong 
indications  that  this  trend  will  be 
reversed  during  the  early  1980’s 
even  without  the  reinstatement  of 
the  draft.  Our  number  of  Indiana 
students  has  risen  from  230  in  1975 
to  485  this  past  fall.  Students  en¬ 
rolled  from  Illinois  have  not  de¬ 
creased  and  the  numbers  of  aca¬ 
demic  scholarship  recipients  have 
risen  greatly  (our  freshman  average 
was  in  the  70% ile  of  last  spring’s 
high  school  graduating  class). 

There  are  a  number  of  things 
which  alumni  and  other  friends  of 
the  College  can  do  to  help  during 
the  1980’s.  The  Alumni  Association 
has  placed  the  recruitment  of  quali¬ 
fied  students  to  Saint  Joseph’s  as 
their  highest  priority.  Help  in  bringing 
a  student  or  two  or  three  to  the 
College  is  a  large  boost  to  your 
school.  If  you  would  like  to  see 
the  material  to  give  to  prospective 
students  (from  your  church,  school, 
or  local  area)  please  let  Brother 
Gerard  or  me  know  about  it.  We  are 
certain  that  you  will  be  proud  enough 
to  want  to  pass  the  publications 
along  to  a  prospective  student. 


In  reality  the  hidden  heroes  and 
heroines  of  Catholic  higher  educa¬ 
tion’s  battle  for  truth  and  morality 
are  the  mothers  and  fathers  of  our 
students  who  have  made  the  myriad 
sacrifices  to  insure  an  intellectual 
and  moral  formation  for  their  children 
largely  unavailable  in  public  institu¬ 
tions.  Saint  Joseph’s  recognizes 
her  indebtedness  to  the  thousands 
of  parents  down  the  years  who 
have  brought  their  sons  and  daugh¬ 
ters  to  her  doors. 

An  especially  enthusiastic  group 
of  these  parents  are  the  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  Parents  Club  who  engage  in 
a  variety  of  activities  to  enhance 
campus  living.  Elsewhere  in  these 
pages  credit  is  given  for  their  recent 
refurbishing  of  the  north  and  south 
lounges  of  Halleck  Center.  On  the 
twenty-sixth  of  April  they  held  their 
annual  dinner-dance  at  the  Bismark 
Hotel  in  Chicago  under  the  chair- 
personship  of  Bob  and  Vivian  Pola- 
check.

When  the  College  chapel  was 
renovated  a  few  years  ago,  the  east 
transcept  was  left  vacant  in  the 
hope  that  a  new  organ  would  occupy 
this  space.  The  old  instrument  in 
the  choir  loft,  which  accompanied 
so  many  liturgical  functions  over 
the  years,  is  quite  beyond  repair. 
But  good  organs  are  unbelievably 
expensive. 

In  1976,  the  summer  chorus  of 
our  summer  church  music  program 
was  invited  to  Philadelphia  to  sing 
at  the  Eucharistic  Congress.  The 
chorus  was  heard  by  a  man  who 
was  impressed  sufficiently  to  become 
a  benefactor  and  initiate  the  first 
sizeable  donation  toward  a  new 
organ.  Since  that  time  there  has 
been  a  steady  flow  of  gifts  from 
supporters  of  our  church  music  and 
liturgical  program. 

By  August  of  1979,  the  fund  was 
large  enough  to  warrant  the  purchase 
of  a  new  organ  of  sufficient  size 
and  sophistication  to  serve  the 
needs  of  our  chapel  services  and 
the  requirements  of  the  church 
music  and  liturgical  school.  The

Together  with  114  other  colleges, 
Saint  Joseph’s  participated  in  the 
gift-matching  plan  of  the  Maytag 
Company  Foundation.

The  studios  came 
into  being  under  the  direction  of 
Willard  Walsh,  now  retired  in  Florida, 
and  continue  to  prosper  at  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Fred  Berger.

Mauch  Scholarship 

The  most  traumatic  experience 
for  the  entire  campus  during  the 
past  scholastic  year  was  undoubtedly 
the  fatal  accident  resulting  in  the 
loss  of  Dan  (Bucky)  Mauch.  The 
tragedy  occured  on  the  eighth  of 
November  during  a  hayride.  The 
junior  class  set  about  immediately 
to  memorialize  their  classmate  by 
collecting  funds  for  a  scholarship 
in  his  honor.  To  date  almost  $5,000 
has  been  amassed.  Contributions 
came  from  many  sectors.  Many 
students  donated  the  cost  of  their 
meals  ($960);  McDonald’s  and  Pizza 
Hut  helped.  The  Student  Associa¬ 
tion  gave  $300,  and  several  campus 
clubs,  individual  students,  faculty 
members,  and  administrators  brought 
the  figure  to  $2,700.  The  Mauch 
family  and  their  friends  have  pledged 
another  $2,500.  At  final  count  the 
total  should  exceed  $5,000. 

This  amount  will  be  invested  in 
the  general  scholarship  fund  of  the 
College  to  earn  interest.  That  inter¬ 
est  will  perpetuate  the  annual  scholar¬ 
ship  to  be  awarded  to  a  junior 
majoring  in  history  selected  by  the 
chairman  of  the  history  department, 
the  financial  aids  officer,  and  the 
president  of  the  junior  class.  Priority 
will  be  given  to  a  3.00  student  from 
St.  John,  IN,  Bucky’s  home  town. 
Should  no  one  from  there  qualify  in 
a  particular  year,  the  money  would 
go  to  a  graduate  from  Lake  Central 
High  School,  Bucky’s  alma  mater. 
In  the  event  that  no  one  meets 
these  priorities,  the  scholarship 
would  be  open  to  any  other  junior 
history  major.  The  Mauch  family 
has  set  up  these  guidelines.  The 
first  award  will  be  given  in  May,  1981.
